D. G. Cathcart, a merchant of Revel- 
stuke, has lateiy been ailegedly ght 
ing a gocd time in Vancouver, At 
present he is a prisoner at police head- | 

uarters, with a serious charge hang- 
ing over his head. 

lt is not Mr, Cathcart’s fauli that 
he did not leave town on the Seattle 
train. The fact is, he was being 
shadowed and knew it. His actions 
nione betrayed him. Detective Wylie, 
who made the arrest, while strongly 
suspicting that his man was on the 
train, did not know wim by sight, and 
only the hang dog look of the man 
and his uneasy manner gave the off- 
cer the clue that was wanting to iden- 
tity Catheart. ‘ 

For a week Cathcart has been in 
town blowing himself. His tastes 
were pernickity and he arrayed him- 
self in fine linen and neckties pur- 
chased from Vancouver merchants 
and paid for them with checks drawn 
on the Revelstoke branch of the Im- 
perial bank, checks which are alleg- 
ed to be worthless.
